He asserted that Congress has to 
cut down on foreign spending be- 
cause “prices are declining, un- 
employment is increasing, and we 
may be headed for an economic 
shakedown.” 


“Within the immediate future, 
this House will be called upon to 
consider a $2,000,000,000 appropri- 
ation to implement the North At- 
lantic treaty,” he said in a speech 
prepared for delivery on the 
House floor. 

“It could well be that we can 
meet part of that obligation by 
reducing the amount requested in 
this bill.” 


Conservatives 
Make New 
Vote Gains 


LONDON — (4) — British voters 
—their hopes of brighter living 
dimmed by Labor’s new budget— 
piled up fresh gains for Conserva- 
tives in county elections today. 


The Conservative Party claimed 
a net increase so far of 188 Coun- 
cil seats, including 131 won from 
Labor. The Conservatives said 
their count covered 39 county 
council elections. The remaining 
23 voted yesterday. 


Labor Party offices closed up 
for the weekend without provid- 
ing any late figures. 

The British Press Association’s 
tabulation for 38 of the elections 
showed a Conservative gain of 179 
seats and a Labor loss of 126 seats. 

Midway in the week-long poll- 
ing throughout England and 
Wales, Sir Stafford Cripps, Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, an- 
nounced the Labor government's 
1949-50 budget. 

He said Britain’s austerity—still 
almost at wartime level—must go 
on, his budget would continue to 
take in taxes about 40 percent of 
the national income. 


A Conservative spokesman ad- 
mitted the disappointed hopes of 
Britons for lower purchase taxes 
and easier living had helped the 
Conservative cause. 

“But it wasn’t the decisive fac- 
tor,” he added. “We put more 
work into this campaign. There 
was more doorbell ringing and 
house-to-house campaigning.”

BERLIN—(NANA)—French. action in blowing up the Russian 
radio transmitter here now has its sequel with the operation of a 
bigger and better one of 100,000 watts in Koenigs-Wusterhausen, 
about 18 miles east of Berlin. 
 ‘The’new Red installation is nearly twice the size of the average 
transmitter in the United States, according to radio experts here. 
It will allow a far larger propaganda blanket than the Russians 
achieved with the 20,000-watt station in Potsdam which they used 
after the French action last December. 

At that time, the French demolished the Russian transmitter 
after the Reds ignored requests to remove it. The transmitter was 
located in the French sector near Tegel Airport, and the French 
charged that it was a menace to aircraft. .

Our ‘Love’ for 
Schools Is Convenient 


Politicians don’t really care much about 
schools or teachers. If they did they would 
have done something about their problem long 


Teachers and schools are something to which we give lip serv- 
ice. Indeed, the schools and education generally are grouped 
along with home and mother, blue skies and the Spring flowers as 
something popularly supposed to strike the lute strings of the heart 
‘and cause them to give off sweet music like unto that ef the 
celestial chimes. ; 

Hypocrisy, or perhaps routine tradition, runs pretty high in all 
public utterances on such sentiments.. Nothing more clearly illus- 
‘rates this than the fact that the politicians in- the State Legisla- 
ture cynically loaded down the teacher proposals with an almost 
exactly equal amount of “services” in which the possibility of loot, 
patronage and repayment of political obligations -was quite high. 
Even So But, even so, simple honesty compels me to note that 

even had the issue been restricted to that of schools 
alone, it still would have been defeated. Those who are trying to 
argue the contrary refuse to face the facts. 

On the day Georgia defeated the proposal, the school editor of 
the New York Times was reporting on the bad school conditions 
at Rhinebeck,,N. Y., where the school burned 10 years ago, Make 
shift ‘buildings have since been in use, and four times since the 
citizens have refused to vote new taxes on themselves to replace 
the plant and improve the school system, 
students in Saginaw, Mich., were parading in protest against fail- 
ure of citizens there to vote taxes to pay for new schoolbuildings 
and more pay for the teachers. 

The schoodlpeople of Georgia may 4s well face the facts. Had 
their proposals not, been overloaded with political looting pack- 
ages, it still would have lost. 


I once again call attention to the fact that if the 
Precedent sidenasuanan is allowed to become a precedent by 
which the Legislature can avoid responsibility, we will have a 
Legislature which votes only to raise its own pay, to care for rou- 
tine bills and refers all else to referendum, thereby substituting 
government by referendum for representative government, I have 
no personal interest and do not propose it, but as a cold-blooded 
fact the school people will serve their aims well if they can defeat 
as many members of the present Legislature as possible.

Love Our great love for schools overflows from the political 
stumps; from PTA rostrums, from forum platforms and 
in letters to the editor. But, actually, it is a love which exists on 
a convenient sliding scale. It can be slid back to allow other, 
and greater, loves to come ahead of it. 

At any rate, let not the schoolpeople delude themselves into 
thinking they were defeated only by the load of highway contracts 


put upon their backs. 

I feel impelled to go on in the same strain, which 
Falsehood I deem to be precisely factual. Let us now explode 
an old wives’ tale, hoary with falsehood and age. 

It is not true that Georgia spends a larger share of her tax dol- 
lar on education than any other State. For years we have cried 
“pore mouth” and patted ourselves on the back with that com- 
forting, but complete, falsehood. : 

The truth is—on relative financial ability to pay—Georgia 
stands sixth from the bottom. We are spending even less of our 
tax dollar on education than we did four years ago. 

So much for the relative ability to pay. Georgia is sixth from 
last. On the average amount spent, the average for 48. States is 
$134 per pupil. For Georgia the average is $60. In this field we 
stand next to last. 

Small We are not generous with our tax dollar. We spend a 
small share of it on education for all our professed love 


of education. The cold fact is many Georgians take a dim view. 


of education and consider it largely unnecessary. 

For that reason the average educational level in Georgia is a 
little more than the fifth grade. Of our high school graduates, 
about 17 percent go to college. 


Loc al The fact to be kept in mind is that there is no feeling of 
local responsibility. It was this lack of local responsi- 
bility which caused a State-wide defeat. The local representatives 
dodged responsibility: by demanding a State-wide referendum. 
Ironically amusing, but most revealing, is the fact that “Dat 
Ole Debil,” the Federal Government, which local politicians berate 
in local elections, now is being regarded as the savior. “Let us 
have Federal aid,” is the cry. Even some of the Dixiecrats, with 
gall that would gag a buzzard, are all out for Federal “interfer- 
ence” in local affairs, if it means paying the teachers. 


I I close on one note which is so ironic and so fantastically 
rony lacking in the basic elements of what, to me, seems com- 
mon sense, that all the devils in hell must be laughing fit to die. 
It is this—There goes on today a proper and a needed campaign 
to emphasize the free enterprise basis of the American way of life. 
Many of those behind it are influential in the habits and customs 
of State Legislators. Gentlemen, may I call your attention to the 
fact that you are, at the same time, entrusting the nation’s chil- 
dren to teachers, many of whom are more and more depressed, 
underpaid, exploited and embittered—not just in Georgia, but over 
the nation. It is just possible they may sincerely consider the sys- 
tem doesn’t work too well and their students may reflect their 
views. They won’t teach Communism, but they will teach change. 
And since change. goes constantly on, they will influence and 
direct that change. If that situation isn’t almost hilarious in its 
implications, then I don’t know ironic humor!

Rail Fare Tax Gives Congress the Jitters 


WASHINGTON—Now we've got economy-minded citizens streaming across the Canadian border 
to buy their railroad tickets for use here at home at a whopping 15 percent discount. 

Ever since Canada slashed her income taxes and abolished her excise tax on transportation a 
couple of weeks ago, Americans have been lining up im ticket office at Windsor, Ont., Niagara 
Falls and other border cities to get tax-free tickets on railways here in the United States. 


The savings are substantial, when you figure 
that the Bureau of Internal Revenue collected 
$246,000,000 in transportation ticket taxes alone 
last year. The Bureau is investigating, but reports 
that the Canadian ticket traffic seems to be per- 
fectly legal. 


I checked with the railroads, too, and they are 
chortling; they never did like the idea of collect- 
ing 15 cents on every dollar for Uncle Sam, 
though they kept their complaints to a minimum 
for patriotic reasons during the war. 


And with some of America’s greatest cor- 
porations now buying tickets for their travel- 
ing men across the border, it looks as though 
Congress may be forced te cut the cost-of- 
train riding. Or so said a leading member of 
the Ways and Means Committee. 


It turns out that all during the war and ever 
since the same cut-rate ticket deal has been avail- 
able in Mexico, which never had such a tax of 
its own. Few people took advantage of it, said my 
railroad man, because the business of yammer- 
ing with a Mexican ticket agent in Spanish wasn’t 
worth the trouble. 

Canada’s different. It’s as easy to buy a cheap 
ticket there as a costly one here, and why not? 
The situation’s almost as weird as that involving 
Newfoundland and airplane tickets, which kept 
Congressmen awake at night, talking to them- 
selves. : 

It used to be that Uncle nicked every transat- 


lantic air traveler 15 percent, too. Came then the 
foreign airlines, all tax free. Congress hurriedly 
passed a law a couple of years ago, exempting 
European air travelers from the tax so long as 
their planes didn’t land en route in Canada. 

This worked out fine, because the ships all 
stopped at Gander, which was in. Newfoundland, 
a separate nation. 

Now with flag waving, fireworks and: hands 
symbolically clasped, Canada and Newfoundland 
have wed. They have decided to be one. What, 
demanded the airlines, about the tax on tickets? 


Poor old Congress rushed through « 
special law saying that insofar as it and taxes 
were concerned, Newfoundland still was a 
separate dominion. President Truman signed 
the bill. Nobody has asked Newfoundland 
what it thinks about this, but at least a ride 
over the Atlantic still is tax free. 


It develops further that under the Warsaw 
Convention of many years ago the agents of any 
scheduled airline anywhere can sell tickets. on 
any other airline anywhere in the world. So it 
is that many a traveler to South America sends 
his money to a pal below the border, who buys 
the ticket tax free, and mails it back. On a $500 
ticket the saving is $75. Uncle’s loss. : 

This indicates that the tax on tickets has got 
to be tightened up, on penalty of risking war with 
a lot af good neighbors, or abolished. My Ways 
and Means marf said either prospect gives him 
the jitters.

In Shrinking World 


Though we may, quite properly, look upon the 

% recent signing of the North Atlantic Pact with 

ee 2 fullest approval as a realistic move in the cause of 

world peace, there can be no denying that it is, basically, nothing 

more than the latest development of that old diplomatic program 
of “balance of power.” 

We are accustomed to thinking the “balance of power” has been, 
in the past, a peculiarly European move in the game of international 
politics. But, as a matter of fact, it has always been used, in all 
parts of the world, wherever there have been conflicting interests 
or threats of war. 

It was a common artifice in the early days of this country, when 
the colonial pioneers constantly sought to make treaties of peace 
with so-called “friendly” Indian tribes as a means of controlling 
more threatening savages. 

The more recent development of the “friendly neighbor” policy 
in Central and South America is, at base, an effort to knit closely 
together as many as possible of the American countries to present 
to the rest of the world as powerful a group of American nations 


as we can. 
. The development of higher speeds in 
The World Shrinks transportation results, obviously, in 
bringing all nations of the world more closely together, in a geo- 
graphic sense. For measurement of distance is far more accurately 
achieved when you use time, rather than mileage, as your scale. 
It is far more accurate to say that America and Europe are one

Thus, as the. world shrinks, as the nations grow closer and more

If we would hope to keep the peace in world where greedy 
nations and overambitious ideologies still pose the threat of armed 
aggression, we must spread wider the areas included in our diplo- 
matic balance of power. Eventually we will have to achieve a bal- 
ance of power which covers the whole earth, until that distant day 
when mankind becomes decent enough, civilized enough, to totally 
abandon war. Which day is milleniums away, despite the idealists.

The feminine members of so- 
ciety who strain at etiquette 
gnats and swallow camel man- 
nerisms are, in case they don’t 
know it, 75 percent wrong when 
it comes to wearing flowers. 


For the record now and for- 
ever, always wear flowers UP. 
Never DOWN. 


Take the orchid for instance. 
Too, too many women wear this 
exotic flower with its head 
hanging down with ribbons and 
purple tulle fluttering in the 
breeze at the shoulder. The same 
goes for gardenias, camellias, 
violets and roses, and lilies, etc. 
It might be timely to note here 
that according to legend, the lily 
fell from grace in Gethsemane 
when Christ walked there on the 
night before his death. Every 
other flower in the garden bent 
its head in sympathy and sor- 
row as He passed, but the lily 
shining in the darkness said in 
the conceit of her own beauty, 
“IT am so much fairer than my 
sisters that I will stand erect on 
my stalk and gaze at Him when 
He goes by, in order that He 
may have the comfort of my 
loveliness and fragrance.” 


But about wearing flowers. If 
your neck is long and thin wear 
your flowers high on your shoul- 
der and slightly out. If your 
neck is short and you are full- 
bosomed, wear the flowers low 
and close. Small. arrangements 
look pretty at the neckline, the 
plunging type, of course, caught 
to a small band of ribbon and 
worn around the wrist or neck. 

Only because he is a gentle 
man prevents one prominent 
young Atlanta florist to refrain 
from walking up to strange

A corsage in its literal defi- 
nition is “the waist or bodice of 
a woman’s dress.’ Naturally, a 


corsage is worn, if correct, at | 


the waist. A bouquet is a num- 
ber of flowers picked and fast- 
ened together in a bunch to be 
worn, in its original form, at the 
waist. A cluster is to gather to- 
gether a bunch or assemble. 
Therefore, one wears a cluster 
on her shoulder, a corsage at the 
waistline, and carries a bouquet. 
A single flower, like the camel- 
lia or the gardenia, is pinned on 
one’s dress in the most becom- 
ing manner.

No occasion was too 
solemn for a Walker bon mot. 
He cracked wise when a singer 
hit a sour note at his brother-in- 
law’s funeral. It must have been 
excruciatingly funny ... to Jim. 

A New York columnist once 
wrote: “New York wore James 
J. Walker in its le_el, and he 
returned the compliment.” 

James J. Walker was born in 
1881, son of an Irish immigrant 
father, who became a New York 
politico. Jimmy attended busi- 
ness and law schools, but got 
sidetracked onto the trail that 
led to Broadway and Tin Pan 
Alley and later, through Tam- 
many Hall, into the second most 
important political job in this 
country, the mayoralty of New 
York City. 

It was not until 1912, when 
Jimmy was 31, that he passed 
his bar examination. That same 
year he married Janet Frances 
Allen, a show girl. Two years 
previously, under the sponsor- 
ship of Alfred E. Smith and 
Charles F. Murphy, Tammany 
leader, Jimmy Walker was elect- 
ed to the New York State Legis- 
lature. A gifted orator, he spent 
the next 16 years on Capitol Hill 
in Albany. Those years, he often 
said, were his happiest ones. 

Jimmy turned to politics after 
a more or less successful career 
as a songwriter. His first tune,

“Will You Love Me in Decem- 
ber as You Do in May,” was his 
best. It established him as a 
bona-fide tunesmith, but it didn’t 
make him rich.

These are companion books in this publisher’s “The Life of 
Science Library” series, which deals with the great men in all 
branches of science and technology. Nearly 100 authors are now 
engaged in writing books for this important “Library.” 


The Royal Society of London 
has existed for nearly 300 years. 
It is the world’s oldest scientific 
body in continuous existence. 
The contributions of its mem- 
bers in the advancement of sci- 
ence has been incalculable. Such 
stalwarts as Robert Boyle, Isaac 
Newton, Christopher Wren, Ed- 
mund Halley and Robert Hooke 
were members of the Society 
at its inception and the roll in 
later years has included names 
of like caliber. James Ogle- 
thorpe, Benjamin Franklin and 
William Penn were New World 
members of the Society. 


Dr. Stimson, Chairman of the 
History Department at Gouch- 
er College, gathered the material 
for this history of the Royal So- 
ciety while engaged in research 
in London on 17th Century on 
English scientific problems.

Founded in 1946, “The 
Smithsonian,” as it has come to 
be known, has become a land-

Smithson’s original bequest 
has been supplemented from 
time to time by funds from Con- 
gress as “The Smithsonian” has 
expanded during the past cen- 
tury to includ 10 Government 
“bureaus,” including the U. S.

EONARD BACON CLARK never learned to 
say no. He was a frail child, pampered by 
an adoring mother and a wealthy father, 

and he submitted to them without question. . He 
was the kindof boy who would never dream of 
going outdoors without his overshoes. 

When he went away to school, his father, 
Eleazar W. Clark, of Bridgton, Me., a retired 
shipowner, gave him a lump sum of money to 
instill self-reliance in the boy. The elder Clark, 
however, insisted on investing the sum for him. 
Ajl Leonard had to do was write checks. 

He was a Phi Beta Kappa at Yale. His 
father wanted him to be a lawyer, and although 
Leonard didn’t like law, he couldn’t say no. He 
was graduated from Harvard law school in the 
aepth of the depression. 
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Sccialite Leonard Bacon Clark 
Did Everything His Family and 
Friends Wanted Him to Do—But 


$70,000 a year, and although that was much 

more than the estate could give her, apparently 

she never questioned it. 

Her automobiles indicated her style of living 
Last year Mrs. Clark had two cars and two 
trucks at Bridgton, two cars at Miami, one car 
at Hot Springs, and two more which she shipped 
back and forth. 

Leonard was doing all right, too. In 1939 
he married, and the couple spent the honeymoon 
in Europe. They paid $4,500 a year for their 
New York apartment, and kept a summer house 
on an island in Lake Champlain. Leonard gave 
his wife $2,000 a month for household expénses 

He kept membership in four New York clubs 
at a cost of about $10,000 a year. His medica} 
bills ran around $2,000 annually. His mother 
wanted him to have four complete medica] ex.

exercise, too, and membership in tennis clubs is 
expensive. 

He couldn’t say no to his friends, either. A 

man with whom he played tennis wanted 
$18,000 to put him in business. Leonard let 
him have the money. Leonard also invested 
about $100,000 in other businesses in which 
friends were involved—including $16,000 
in.a hair-restorer venture, and $25,000 in 

a hand-painted scarf proposition. 

. He furnished $7,000 and an automo- 
AL bile to another friend, and when his 
sa _ prep school offered him $11,000 worth 

of bonds, why, of course, he couldn't 
say no. 
He spent $1,000 a year on theatre 

tickets, and, in 1948, spent $1,000 a 

month on his $30,000 stamp collec- 

tion. He told his wife and his friends 
that his income from his law practice 
was $50,000 to $75,000 a year. 
e Actually, Leonard Bacon Clark’s 
total income from the law firm was 
$3,000 to $5,000 a year. 

Last year, Clark realized that he had 
squandered about all the money to which 
he had free access. However, there was 

an untouched $250,000 which would go to 
his wife’ and two children on his death, 
free of debt, and $140,000 in life insurance. 
There was still enough left. in other funds to 
give his mother $20,000 a year. There seemed 
to be only one answer to Leonard. 

He attempted suicide. by taking sleeping pills 
but was revived and placed in an institution for 
observation. : 

A tip came to New York Assistant District 
Attorney Wyllys S. Newcomb that there was 
something behind the attempted suicide. Direct- 
ing a staff-of investigators and accountants,

Leonard had no difficulty at all in getting on 
with a New York law firm, however. The 
original sum of $170,000 set up for him by his 
father was still well over $100,000, and a substan- 
tial young man with an income of his own is 
an asset to any business. 

In 1936, when Leonard was 30 years old, his 
father died, leaving him in control of most of 
the Clark estate. Though the value of the estate 
was more than $2,000,000, the income from it was 


. not enough to keep the family living on the same 


scale as when the money-earning father was 
alive. Leonard considerately remedied that. He 
kept them living on a grand scale. 

He did it by the simple expedient of drawing 
from the principal and turning it over to the 
family as interest. In short, he embezzted from 
his family’s estate. . 

His sister, Virginia; married and went to live 
in Washington with a personal income of several 
thousand dollars. His mother kept the house 
in Bridgton, Me., bought a house in Florida for 
the winter and spent some time in the spring 
and fall at Hot Springs, Ark. She spent around 


Newcomb unearthed enough material to show 
definitely that something was wrong. On Clark's

Clark’s wife, mother, sister and friends stuck 
by him. 

The judge, after remarking that Clark, who 
was. 42, had conducted his affairs along the lines 
of a 15-year-old boy, and commenting on the fact 
that he would automatically be disbarred, 
suspended the sentence. Disgraced and broke, 
but free, Clark left New York with his wife and 
children to take a low-salaried job offered him 
by a friend.

N ALL the pleasant, Shakespearean country- 
side around ancient Warwick Castle, it would 
have been hard this spring to find a more 
dejected, fidgety and thoroughly muddled young 
man than Charles Guy Folke Greville, seventh 
Earl of Warwick, the castle’s master. 

There he was, heir to towers and battlements 
that rose 900 years ago in the time of William 
the Conqueror; lord of 8,000 desirable acres;

there was hardly a tenant but felt that life had

It was love trouble. The Earl of Warwick 
had a new reason to feel that he might not be 
destined to hold the affection of any young 
woman very .long. 

He had been jilted by one after they had been 
engaged. He had married another and had 
found it feasible to divorce her. Now, after hav- 
ing been married to still another, he had just 
obtained a divorce decree from her, too. 

Warwick Castle is one of the biggest and 
most stately in England. Within its walls, the 
course of English history has been charted.

The bridesmaids 
were to wear pink and the honeymoon was to be 
on the Riviera. 

After that, the young Earl took her on a tour 
of the castle. She was overwhelmed. Dukes and 
Duchesses and Earls and Countesses surrounded 
her at a week-end party. She saw the magnifi- 
cent state she believed she would have to live in. 

Within a month, the engagement was off. 
Miss Whigham explained airily: 

“T don’t want to be a pompous Countess 
sitting up in a castle!” 

The Earl’s pride mended quickly. He turned 
back to a boyhood sweetheart, Miss Rose Bing- 
ham, granddaughter of General Sir Cecil Bing- 
ham, and married her in the little village church 
at Glynde, Sussex. 

In Warwick Castle, a son was born, and 
christened David Robin Francis Guy Greville. 
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Instead of strengthening the union, this seemed 
to mark its first weakening. . Within three 
months, the Countess was off to America, on the 
way to Hollywood, thewe to play a few small 
parts in pictures. 

After a while, the Earl started for Mallywood, 
too, and by that time the Countess was bound 
back eastward: They met in New York, where 
they stayed at separate hotels. Then she sailed 
for Europe and he went west. 

Under the name of Michael Brooks, he acted 
a little in Hollywood. But his life there was 
largely social, and presently, in 1938, he re- 

turned to England. 

In London he petitioned for a-divorce. The 
Countess, he said, had been guilty of misconduct 
with a corespondent named Roger Bailey in 
Hollywood. She did not contest the action, and 
with the decree he received custody of their son. 

David was sent to Leeds Castle, near Maid- 
stone, to be looked after by Sir Adrian and the 
Hon. Lady Baillie. They were old friends of the 
Earl and had a boy of Dayid’s age. 

That left the Earl footloose again, and the 
war came along. He tried to enlist in the 
Grenadier Guards, and failing, medically, joined 
the Merchant Navy as an ordinary seaman, 
serving with the Small Vessels Pool. 

Meanwhile, he found once more a young 
woman on whom to bestow the title, Countess. 
She was Mrs. Kathleen Bell, daughter of Percy 
Hopkinson, a stockbroker. They were married 
in Caxton Hall, Westminster, in 1940, and upon 
hearing of it, the first Countess said: 

“I’m delighted. I know Mrs. Bell very well. 


I’m sure they will be yery happy.” 


They were happy. The Earl not only had 
his castle but hard cash, too. He sold his 800- 
acre Somerset estate with its three inns, some 
farms and 80 houses for about $250,000. They 
adopted a baby girl, and after the government 
requisitioned the castle, the near-by hunting 
lodge made a comfortable home. 

The Earl, however, was accustomed to travel. 
He knew Alaska as well as Hollywood, and in 
1946 and 1947 he visited South Africa. There 
the Countess joined him. 

Outwardly, all was well with them when they 
returned to England, and then last winter the 
37-year-old Earl filed suit for divorce. Another 
romance was over. He said the Countess, 32, 
had been untrue, and he named David Hutcheson, 
a 43-year-old actor, as corespondent. The 
Countess offered no defense, and the divorce 
decree was granted.

EARINESS and disgust were combined 
in the gesture as the heavy-shouldered 
man threw aside his shovel and reached 

for his pick. He straightened up to watch his 
fellow workers attacking the layers of rock in 
a lot on New York City’s Fifth Avenue. 

“A pinch of dirt and then a ton of rock,” he 
exclaimed to no one in particular. “No wonder 
we're weeks behind just getting the foundation 
dug. This house will be the death of me!” 

What became of the pessimistic workman 
who uttered that dire prophecy in the summer 
of 1880 has never been recorded. But the house, 
or mansion, he was helping to build was des- 
tined to stand for 60 years as a stubborn symbol 
of sadness; a Heartbreak House where one of 
America’s wealthiest families, the Whitneys, was 
concerned. 

Twice the Whitneys owned it, and members

of the family died prematurely and tragically 


within its ponderous walls. When it was in the 
possession of others, tragedy was locked outside 
the huge carved doors. 

Then, just as it seemed to resist efforts to 
make its construction a quick and easy matter, 
Heartbreak House resisted efforts to have it 
torn down in 1942. 


CURIOUSLY, no Whitney had a part in build- 

ing the mansion and none was conscious of 
its existence until long after 1880, when Robert 
L. Stuart spent a small fortune cutting through 
stone for the foundation. 

Stuart, a millionaire candy manufacturer and 
sugar refiner, spent $350,000 on the building 
and died, in 1882, before it was finished. His 
widow was mistress of the mansion until her 
death in 1891, when the executors of his estate 
tried to sell it at auction. 

The highest bid of $450,000, for the costliest 
dwelling in New York at 
the time, was rejected as 
too low.. It remained va- 
cant until 1894 when Amzi 
L. Barber, the asphalt mag- 
nate, paid the executors 
$562,500 and took title. 
Barber, however, never lived 
in the mansion but leased 
it to Levi P. Morton, bank- 
er, until 1896. 

In that year, William 
Collins Whitney bought the 
family’s future Heartbreak 
House at a cost reported 
to have been $600,000. 

In that year the same Whitney could have 
paid 10 times that amount for a dwelling with- 
out serious damage to his bank account. As a 
promising but unknown young attorney, he had 
come to New York from Boston to make a fer- 
tune as a corporation lawyer. He sat as director 
on the board of railroad, steamship and insur- 
ance companies and used his growing powers 
and purse to make ‘spectacular forays in Wall 
Street that added millions to his fortune. 

His first marriage, to Flora Payne, in 1869, 
helped Whitney socially and it didn’t hurt him 
financially. She was the daughter-of Senator 
Henry B. Payne, of Ohio, and wealthy in her own 
right. 


Whitney national recognition in 1885 when he 
named him Secretary of the Navy. He served 
four years and returned to New York to resume 
his career as financier and father to the four 
children: Harry Payne, pay Pauline and Doro- 
thy Whitney. 


THE first tragedy in his life came in 1892 when 


Flora Payne Whitney died. Whitney was . 


52, active and in need of companionship. After 
four years as a widower he married an English 
beauty, Edith S. May Randolph—and with the 
marriage, the doors of Heartbreak House opened 
for the Whitneys. 

Whitney bought the showplace as a town 
house for his bride. He hired Stanford White 


- to make over the interior, a task that took four 


years and hundreds of thousands of dollars. 
White used his commission to follow a career 
that made him notorious on The Gay White Way 
before Harry K. Thaw killed him over beautiful, 
young Evelyn Nesbit. 

Had Whitney been content with the furnish- 
ings already in the house; had he not been so de- 
manding that the world be searched for antiques 
and the entire interior be made over, the first 
death in Heartbreak House might have been 
avoided. 

“As it was, the mansion was turned over to’ 
the workmen soon after he bought it and Whit- 
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President Cleveland gave William Collins 


ney and his bride lived elsewhere. One of their 
temporary homes was at fashionable Aiken, 
S. C., where the new Mrs. Whitney rode to 
hounds with a recklessness that made the 
grooms shudder. 3 

She took one ‘chance too many when she 
urged her mount under a bridge that was too 
low. Horse and rider went down together, but 
the rider didn’t get up.. 

When the other members of the hunt back- 
tracked they found her limp and, apparently, 
lifeless. After a time, however, the grimaces 
on the beautiful face proved she was alive. 

The millions that William Collins Whitney 
had accumulated were put to work. Specialists 
were summoned from New York and Philadel- 
phia while Mrs. Edith Randolph Whitney fought 
for her life in South Carolina. They agreed on 
one thing: Her spine had been fractured. There 
was a possibility 

William C. Whitney caught the word “pos- 


S 
sibility” and chartered a special train for New 
York, with a Pullman converted hastily into a 
hospital room, and a squadron of doctors and 
nurses, 

Ambulances met the train in New York and 
all members of the party rode in them, ambu- 
lances having the right of way. The destina- 
tion of the convoy might have been a properly 


‘equipped hospital, but newspaper reporters would 


be found at the hospitals and W. C. Whitney 
Wanted no intrusion on: his, and his family’s, 
privacy. 

The convoy raced up Fifth Avenue to Heart- 
break House. 

Attending physicians were appalled. 

“But there are no facilities———” 

“But there are facilities, gentlemen,” a seéc- 
retary said. ‘‘You will find a completely equipped 
hospital in the house, the Whitney house.” 

The doors of Heartbreak House swung open 
to receive them and swung shut on the outside 
world. Doctors and nurses found everything they 
would demand in the finest hospital in the world. 
They found everything but the one all-important 
thing: How to keep William C. Whitney’s wife 
alive. . 

They tried for months but in May, 1899, she 
died@and the huge house went dark for a year. 


BY 1900, Stanford White and an army of col- 
lectors, artists and workmen had finished 
the job of re-making the mansion the way Whit- 
ney wanted it. It was opened to inspection for 
the trustees of the American Museum of Natural 
History, who were invited to stay to dinner. 

They dined in the grand ballroom (although 
Whitney preferred to call it.ethe music room) 
with a length of 63 feet and a ceiling 45 feet, 
or four stories, high. One of the guests described 
the interior of the house as a “Venetian or Flor- 
entine palace of the days of Leonardo da Vinci 
—or even Michelangelo.” 

Another guest said: 

“There are works of art in one room alone 
that are worth at least a million dollars!” 

The Whitney Heartbreak House remained

House wreckers bid for it eagerly.

But the total destruction of Heartbreak House 
was not a-matter of weeks. Like the man who 
had despaired when helping to build it, the mén 
who helped to tear it down swore at the obstinacy 
of its huge walls and its adamant ceilings, as

Once the house was levelled, fortune smiled 
on the remaining members of the Whitney dan. 

John Hay (Jock) Whitney, Payné Whitney’s 
son, was an outstanding example of the change. 
A colonel with the 8th Air Force in the recent 
war, he was captured by the Germans and loaded 
into a boxcar, with other prisoners. 

His boxcar*Was bombed by Allied planes and 
set afire. 

Jock Whitney, as a soldier at war, might 
well have died before his time. Instead, he 
lived, even escaped his burning prison, and 
came home to claim his share of a great Ameri- 
can fortune, and live happily. ~ 

But then, he didn’t come home to live in his 
family’s Heartbreak House,

The child’s ‘mother, on the other hand, al- 
ways smiled when feeding her. Again the 
mother offered the. bottle to the baby with 
her usual smiles and fond gestures. 

The little girl readily accepted the nourish- 
ment, and was well again. The whole cause of 
the trouble was the aunt’s sullen face, which 
alarmed the child and made her think the food 
was something disagreeable.

The control of emotion is not simple. Jn 
modern life, particularly in a big city, there 
are no wild animals chasing anybody. Never- 
theless nameless fear and anxiety plague mil- 
lions. As the late Dr. George W. Crile, of the 
Cleveland Clinic, said: 

“Civilized man works all day and worries all 
night.” 

The result is that he suffers from overac- 
tivity and exhaustion -of the vitally important 
endocrine glands. Recently Dr. Stewart Wolf 
and Dr. Harold G. Wolf, of Cornell University, 
have demonstrated that such feelings as hos- 
tility, resentment and guilt produced irregular- 
ities of heart action even in normal persons.

Physicians dealing with peptic 
ulcers, diabetes, high blood pressure 
and heart attacks, have been particu- 

larly impressed by bodily upsets due 

to emotions. Psychiatrists, especially 
the followers of Sigmund Freud, give special 
attention to memory and other conscious and 
unconscious mental processes tied up with 
emotions. 


They hold that experiences, which are 


heavily soaked in emotion, are hidden away in~ 


memory, but never really destroyed. These 
continue to influence one’s behavior from be- 
hind an iron curtain, so to speak. 

Scientists- are now learning just how the 
bottling up and the- discharge of emotional 
energy takes place,-involving the whole body. 
Their most useful practical conclusion, so far, 
is that the problems of life must be solved by 
intelligently training our emotional reactions. 

According to Dr. Karl Menninger, Topeka, 
Kans., psychiatrist, the predominance of ag- 
gressive emotions is our greatest danger today. 
By understanding that civilization requires 
greater cooperation, a balance of emotions most 
favorable to us can be achieved.

“Pounditout?’- he said.. “Who cares -about 
Pounditout? I got a ticket on the winner, 
Brother Henry.” 

There were many explanations for Poundit- 
out’s poor effort, but the most realistic com- 
ment came from writer Ed Nixon, who said: 

“He raced greenly in the early goirig, but 
once he settled down he quit.” 

But there was an alibi. Some of the owners 
recalled how photographer Bill Greene had been 
taking pictures of the colt, at the end of his 
three furlong workouts. 

“At the three furlong pole,” one said, “he 
naturally stopped and looked for Greene.” 

There were no alibis later. On June 28, 
Pounditout ran fourth to King Hal and rewarded 
his owners with a $175 purse. But the race was 
one of the slowest of the season.

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The third and last race for the horse with 
the perfect record of defeats was run on July 6.

How had he started wasting those years? 

In 1937, when he was 17 years old, he had 
run away from home, to Houston, Tex. , It 
seemed “smart” to him then to commit forgery

He had been released on bond. ‘No bars— 


no cell to hold him, Only his word to the bonds-'

Whether 
he was going straight, or simply hadn’t been 
caught, the law never ‘knew.

One man had started 
to scale the wall when Jail Guards Nicholas 
Ferry and William Riley saw them, and fired a 
single shot over their heads. 

The man on the wall dropped back. The 
others surrendered.

ENRY J. (BOB) TOPPING paused outside 
of Doctors Hospital in New York City one 
day last winter. He was worried and he 

did not say much. But he did drop a hint that 
his wife, Movie Star Lana Turner, faced a plight 
so critical that neither her normal buoyant 
health nor his fortune were of any help at all. 

‘Mrs. Topping feels fine and is very cheer- 
ful,” he said. “I have taken a room here to be 
with her. We’re expecting a baby later—an Rh 
factor baby.” 

The next day, in the hospital, the baby was 
born prematurely, and the baby was dead. 

Pure chance robbed Lana Turner of her 
child. It was a chance that might confront any 
prospective mother, and medical scientists today 
are working on new ways to overcome it. 

The baby was born prematurely because 
Miss Turner and Mr. Topping have different 
types of blood. One has a type known as Rh 
positive and the other a type known as Rh nega- 
tive. They had learned that parents having these 
differing blood types might expect to lose a 
child, although not usually the first one. 

Ordinarily the Rh factor has no effect on 


one’s health. It is simply a substance which the 
majority of persons—87 per cent in the United 
States—happen to have in their red blood cells. 
They inherit this from their parents just as they 
inherit blue eyes or brown hair. The substance 
owes its name to nothing more remarkable than 
that it was first discovered in rhesus monkeys. 

The persons having it are known as Rh posi- 
tives. The 13 per cent who do not have the sub- 
stance are known as Rh negatives. 

So far .as the individual is concerned, Rh 
negative blood is as good as Rh positive. He 
will be equally healthy either -.way. 

However, when an Rh positive man marries 
an Rh negative woman, there is the possibility 
of trouble ahead if the offspring inherit the 
father’s positive type of blood. ) 

Even when this happens—the only .way in 
which the Rh factor affects childbirth at all— 
the factor becomes menacing in only one out of 
about 25 cases, and then scarcely ever with the 
first child. 


PRENATAL Rh blood tests for all New York 

State mothers have been proposed in legisla- 
tion introduced by Senator Thomas C. Desmond. 
He would also have husbands typed whose wives 
are Rh negative. 

Testing would do much to relieve the minds 
of those who have no grounds for alarm—by far 
the vast majority. More important, it would 
bring those whose babies might be menaced to 
the early attention of the doctor so that the 
course of events could be carefully watched and 
the best steps taken in time to save the child. 

One of the first questions many a mother 
asks today is, “Doctor, am I going to have an 
Rh baby?” She asks it in fear and waits in 
dread for the answer because through lack of 
understanding Rh has become a bogey, the sym- 
bol of a mysterious death witich seems to lie in 
wait for unborn babies and for infants in the 
first days of life. 

Réports of desperate struggles to save such 
children have brought worry to thousands of 
young couples and have put others, approaching 
parenthood, into panic. 3 

Panic is never a good thing, but if it brings 
about a universal custom of having Rh tests 
made, it will serve a purpose, and may save 
thousands of lives. 

It must be remembered that the chances are 
all in favor of a normal birth for the offspring 
of most couples, It was, certainly, pure chance 
which took Lana Turner’s child. 

In the comparatively few cases where trouble 
does come, it develops in the following way: 


The structure through which the unborn child 


receives nourishment from the mother acts as a 
barrier against the complete intermingling Of 
the two blood streams. But there is a certain 
amount of interchange. ; 

In this way some of the Rh factor in the 
baby’s blood may enter the mother’s circula- 
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tion, where it acts like any other foreign sub- 
stance, causing her blood to form antibodies 
which attack and destroy it. 

. This reaction does the mother no harm, but 
it is easy to see what happens to the blood of 
the baby as it is constantly exposed to anti- 
bodies created for the sole purpose of attacking 


a factor which is a normal and necessary part of _ 
the baby’s blood. Its red cells are destroyed. 


A FIRST baby usually escapes injury because 

during the first pregnancy the mother does 
not develop enough antibodies to do much dam- 
age. Second, third and fourth babies are in pro- 
gressively greater danger because concentration 
of antibodies in the mother’s blood becomes 
greater with each pregnancy. 

Sometimes the attack is so violent that the 
baby dies before birth. In other cases, it is born 
alive but suffering from erythroblastosis, a con- 
dition in which so few red cells are left that the 
blood cannot supply the tissues with oxygen. 

Until the discovery.of the Rh factor a few 
years ago such babies nearly always died within 
a few hours or days of birth. Now much can be 
done to, save them. . |

Since the antibodies already in the baby’s circu- 


lation from its contact with the mother will 
attack any red cell containing the Rh factor, 
negative blood is essential. . 

Where the baby’s. blood cells are greatly 
damaged at birth, ordinary transfusions will not 
suffice. Recently, however, a dramatic new tech- 
nique has made it possible to replace most of 
the blood in:the infant’s circulation. The baby’s 
damaged blood is drained out while at the same 
time healthy blood is pumped into its veins. 

By repeated testing of the mothers blood 
during pregnancy, the doctor will know about 
how many antibodies she is forming and, hence, 
can estimate in advance just how serious the 
baby’s condition is likely to be. He will know 
which type of transfusion will be needed and can 
have everything in readiness to carry it out as 
soon as the child is born. 

However, it has recently been found that 
if the mother is given an amino acid called 
methionine during her pregnancy, the baby 
escapes some of the liver damage associated 


- with erythroblastosis. 


TOTAL cost of additional treatment where an 

Rh baby is expected need not be high. 

Once it has been determined that an Rh 
incompatibility exists between the parents 
(these tests usually cost about $5 each) the 
doctor will want periodic tests of the mother’s 
blood during pregnancy to see if she is develop- 
ing an undue number of antibodies. If she is 
not, one or two tests are probably all that will 
be needed. These will cost about $7.50 each. 

Where, however, the situation proves seri- 
ous, tests must be made at least once a month 
during pregnancy. For this reason some hos- 
pitals have established a flat rate for this service. 

In one Chicago institution, for instance, 
where the set-up for making such tests is com- 
plete, any mother who is to be delivered at that 
hospital receives all necessary Rh tests during 
pregnancy for a flat sum of $35. Mothers. sent 
in from other institutions to have tests made 
are charged $50. 

Until now medical science has been able to 
do little to prevent stillbirths from this cause, 
Today there is hope that before long we can 
even do that. Very recently research men work- 
ing on blood chemistry have isolated a substance 
called Rh hapten which seems to have the power 
to neutralize Rh antibodies. 

The theory behind this work is that injec- 
tions of hapten into the mother’s blood would 
neutralize the antibodies there, rendering them 
powerless to harm her unborn child, 


Evidence that it actually does so in all in- 
stances is still lacking, but. if this new remedy 
proves itself under trial, the Rh factor will be 
eliminated:as a source of danger. : 

Meanwhile wortied young married people can 
find out whether they will have an Rh baby or 
not by having Rh tests made. They are easy to 
make and require only a couple drops of blood, 
taken either from the ear or the finger. 

Methionine, if used at all, is usually pre- 
scribed in large amounts and hence its cost is 
likely to be high. Price of the quantity prescribed 
in a severe case is $135. In less severe cases 
where half or even a fourth of this amount will 
suffice, the cost will be correspondingly reduced. 


BLoop transfusions for an Rh baby need not 

cost more than the doctor's or surgeon’s fee 
for giving them. Hospitals which maintain blood 
banks prefer to supply blood free on condition 
that relatives or friends contribute twice the 
amount given. In this way their blood banks 
always have adequate supplies of blood on hand. 

Where a donor has to be paid, the charge is 
usually $40 for a full replacement transfusion 
or 1 pint; $25 for half that amount and around 
$15 for the three or four ounces which will be 
enough to save many Rh babies. In addition 
there is usually a laboratory fee for matching 
the blood and preparing it for transfusion. 
How much it is will depend on the hospital. 

Where both husband and wife have Rh posi- 
tive blood there is no need for worry. 

If both have negative blood there is no pos- 
sibility of having an Rh child. 

Even if Rh incompatibility exists—where the 
wife has negative blood and the husband posi- 
tive—there are only 4 chances out of 100 that 
she will be sensitized. to the Rh factor to a 
degree which will harm the baby. 

In any case, it is almost always possible for 
such a couple to have one healthy and normal 
child and later babies can often be saved when 
the doctor is forewarned of the situation he 
will have to deal with. | 

Statistics compiled by the Chicago Board of 
Health indicate what modern scientific methods 
are accomplishing in One large city to save such 
children. In 1945, for instance, 39 babies died 
in Chicago as the result of erythroblastosis. 

This was nearly 4 per cent of the total num- 
ber of infants whose deaths occurred during the 
first month of life. There has since been a steady 
decrease in the number of babies lost from this 
cause until, in 1948, only 25 died, a number 
which represents only 1.7 per cent of infant 


deaths under one month of age.

WO memorable days shaped the life, and the 
+ work, of pert, blond Muriel Richter, divorce 
lawyer, who crusades against divorces. 

The first came when she was seven—a fright- 
ened, lonely little girl, stranded in Middletown, 
N. Y., with a group of child actors when the 
“kiddie show’ manager absconded with their 
funds. 

The world seemed to have come to an end— 
until a New York theatrical lawyer wired the 
show’s ‘“‘mother’”’ money for the trip home. As 
they boarded a train, Muriel turned to her ‘friend, 
Penny Singleton—later to be famous as the 
“Blondie” of the Dagwood movies—and said: 

“It must be wonderful to be a lawyer and | 
help people.”’

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and a ia when she was 21, she began 
the practice of law. 

She began to specialize in divorce work—and 
that experience taught the pretty lawyer to 
hate divorces. 

“T found,” she said, “that more often than 
not, in my own practice, if I tried to, I could 
talk my clients out of getting a divorce.” 


After World War II, Miss Richter, in com- 
mon with other lawyers, became even more 
alarmed at the growing divorce rate which, 
she said, was reported to have increased 25 
per cent in a single year. 

She proposed a series of free clinics, to 
which people could bring their matrimonial prob- 
lems—and in the summer of 1947, the National 
Association of Women Lawyers opened the first 
two of a nation-wide series:of clinics, with Miss 
Richter as national chairman. 

One was in Miss Richter’s office in New York 
City—and the other in New Rochelle. Today, 
more than 30 of the clinics have been established 
by Miss Richter from coast to coast. No fees are 
charged, no lawyers recommended. Advice is 
restricted to legal matters. 

“We try,’ Miss Richter said, “to show the 
practical advantage of holding a home together.” 


There was, for instance, the man who came 
to the clinic to find out how-much of his $75-a- 
-week salary he'd have to give his wife: if he 


““She’s ‘always complaining that I don’t 
_» give her enough money,” he said, “and that

He was told that @ court would prob- 
ably make him pay” about $30 a week for 
the support of his wife and their infant 
son. He’d actually have less money for 
himself. And when the clinic learned he’d 
only, been giving his wife $8 or $9 a week, 
they persuaded him that maybe her com- 
plaints were legitimate. He went back 
home. 
“This was not a true reconetlinttiats at 
first,” Miss Richter said. 
“But the presence of an impersonal legal

In Seattle, a man appealed to the clinic 
because his wife “didn’t understand him.” “I’m 
a writer,’”’ he said, “and I need intellectual com- 
panionship.” Inquiry showed that he had never 
written anything, that he was a salesman and 
that his demand for “intellectual companionship” 
was a pose. 
His wife was expecting a baby —and the 
clinic persuaded him that he owed dn obliga- 
tion to stand by her at least” until the baby 
was born. They helped him to see himself in a 
true light—to forget the “‘literary’’ pose—and to 
enjoy the life and abilities he had. 
There was the case of a 17-year-old mother 
of two children, whose husband had left her. 
She had sought to turn the children 
over to a welfare agency — which in 
turn sent her to the clinic. 
Miss Richter found where the hus- 
band worked, phoned him,. and ar- 
ranged an appointment to see him. 
“IT told him what he was doing to his 
children,’’ she said. 
“IT gave it to him straight,’ Miss 
Richter continued, “and he took it. 
He went back home to meet his re- 
sponsibilities.”’ 
There was the former model and 
the ex-Air Force officer, who'd been 
married during the war, when he was 
getting as much as $500 a month, and 
life was glamorous and thrilling. It 
wasn’t glamorous, after the war, when 
he was making only $36 a week—and 
the couple were trying to live with his 
parents, or hers. 
“They were almost entirely es- 
tranged,’’ Miss Richter said. “I found 
them an apartment—and then invited 
them to my apartment to ‘sign some 
papers.’ I set. the stage—a homey 
setting—and let them talk. Then I 
made him drive her home. It work 
It works so often, and so well, in 
fact, that Miss Richter finds the clinic 
invading her private business hours. 
But she doesn’t worry. 
She’s doing what she dreamed of 
doing that day in the hospital—help-

After his guests had blindfolded themselvés, 
he nodded to the headwaiter.

The black bandages were removed and 30 pairs 
of eyes grew wide as their owners stared at 
the centerpiece. 

On the tray lay a supposedly sleeping beauty, 
clad in flowing gauze, her dark hair thrown 
forward over her shoulders. A hidden orchestra 
began to play. 

With gem laden fingers, the beautiful woman 
rubbed her eyes, yawned, stretched and sprang 
to her feet to begin her dance. Now and then 
she paused, stooped and held a bit of her gauze 
costume within inches of one of the candles 
bordering the table. 

“Be careful,” called a young captain. “When 
it is the moth and the flame,- the flame always 
wins.” 

The dancer’s liquid brown eyes twinkled and 
she shook her head. 

' “Tt is not so with La Belle Otero,” she said. 
“See!” 

She wet a thumb and a forefinger, leaned 
down and snuffed out the candle threatening 
her costume. 

“The flame does not consume Otero,’”’ she 
laughed, ~““‘When it is time, Otero extinguishes 
the flame.” - 

“You must stay with us forever,” the colonel 
called to the dancer but she shook her head. 

“T have a Prince waiting for me in Paris,” 
she whispered, and fled to a makeshift dress- 
ing room. 


[T WAS true. For nearly 30 years La Belle 
Otero had a Prince, sometimes a King, waiting 
for her in some capital of Europe, and some- 
times ‘she let royalty wait while she kept a ren- 
dezvous with'a wandering musician or a dancer 
out of work. She was billed as a singer of 
Spanish songs and-a dancer of Spanish dances, 
but her ability in both fields was overshadowed 
by the beauty of her face and figure, her wilful- 
ness and wildness. 

“But what can you expect ?” she often said. 
“Consider my mother—’” 

Her mother, according to the charmer’s 
story, was named Carmen and her family trav- 
eled with a gypsy caravan in Spain. 

One day Carmen left the caravan in pursuit 


“The wine merchant married my mother and 
I left home rather than live under the same 
roof with them. It has been a hard struggle—’”’ 

Tears usually appeared in the big brown 
eyes at this stage and La Belle Otero was again 
in position to obtain anything she demanded, 
which sometimes ran into jewelry worth hun- 
dreds of thousands of francs. 

She was in her teens when she married a 
Count Guglielmo, a tenor whom she later de- 
scribed as having been “rather dilapidated.” 
The money she earned singing and dancing he 
dissipated in gambling, and the romance ended 
when he climbed out the window of.their ‘room 
in Paris with her collection of jewels and the 
money she had put aside for the rent. 

She was penniless in Paris when she met a 
Spanish traveling man, a friend of her father, 
and he arranged for her debut in a singing and 
dancing program at Vefours on Dec. 30, 1889. 
Otero came off the stage to find all of fashion- 
able Paris at her restless feet. 

“There is all of the East in her movements,” 
wrote a leading critic. ‘“‘And in her eyes all the 
ardor of life, all the coquetry of woman.” 

A long engagement at the Cirque d’Ete fol- 
lowed.and Otero provided ariother sensation on 
the opening night: She entered the “arena” 
after the fashion of a Spanish _bullfighter, lead- 
ing her Andalusian guitarists, mandolinists and 
dancers, all marching to the click of castanets. 


Then came a visit to America. Her steamer | 


was met in New York harbor by a chartered 
boat carrying 40 meén-about-town, each wearing 
a yellow rose and a red carnation, colors of her 
native Spain. 


§ HE added an ovation at New -York City’s 

old~Eden Musee to’ her list of triumphs and 
hurried back to Paris* to turn the heads of 
numerous men who wore crowns, or would wear 
them in the near future. 

As a star of the Folies Bergere, she at- 
tracted the admiring attention of Kaiser Wil- 
helm, among othérs,; and the German ruler went 
so far as ‘to select ‘cértain numbers he thought 
she. could immortalize.. Engiand’s Prince of 
Wales, who was to- becomes Kirig Edward VII, 
admired -her,’ and Otero.':was.. frequently the 
guest of ‘honor. at “eommand performances” in 


smart Paris’ cafes: 


The number of. princes. and counts who 
waited for her, in rotation. and.groups, at Max- 
ims after the show varied with: the Seasons.

The dancer who startled the Imperial Guard 
banquet in St. Petersburg continued to leap 
from flame to flame, and the warnings of her 
friends went unheeded.

Just as her father, and her husband had done.

and, just as they had done, she lost consistently. 

In the decade from 1895 to 1905, her losses 
at Monte Carlo alone were estimated at $10.- 
000,000, most of it representing the proceeds 
from furtive visits to pawnshops with jewels. 

A diamond bracelet that cost an admirer 
$300,000 was exchanged for $80,000 cash in a 
pawnshop; and the $80,000 lasted her one night 
at Monte Carlo. 

As the gambling fever mounted and the 
money disappeared, La Belle Otero sought new 
fields in which to replenish her purse. Vienna, 
Berlin and London saw her for fleeting visits.

When this happened, Otero took a day off from 
the gaming tables and bemoaned the fate that 
had made her beautiful, flirtatious and grasping. 

“But what can I do about the young ones?” 
She would ask of her sympathizers. “They do 
not understand the world and its ways.” 

One young man who didn’t understand left, 
as his epitaph, a letter to the beautiful charmer. 
It read: 

“It was my intention to kill myself before 
your beautiful eyes but I knew I would not be 
able to give you the least bit of pain:

Even at the peak of her fabulous career, 
Otero had her moments of unhappiness and fury 
and jealousy. She was unable to humiliate her 
two leading rivals for the title of First Lady of 
Paris. Liane de Pougy continued to make con- 
quests, even after Otero moved into the flat she 
had vacated and publicly paid the gas bill Liane 
had neglected to settle. 

Cleo de Merode hurt her pride even more. 
For years, Otero tried to win the admiration of 
King Leopold II of. Belgium and for years the 
monarch preferred the company of the slim, 
dark Cleo. 

“Some people,”’ sighed Otero in surrender, 
“will simply not-acquire taste.” 

Her Beauty was fading. rapidly in 1914, with 
the beginning of World War I, and La Belle 
Otero retired to the Riviera to write her 
memoirs. 

One by one, the flames that had surrounded 
her were extinguished by death and Otero lived 
on in self-imposed “exile under modest circum- 
stances. 


T HEN, several months ago, a paragraph in a 

London newspaper announced her death, at 
the age of 80, in a cottage near Nice. A curious 
editor thought the life:and death of La Belle 
Otero deserved more attention and sent a re- 
porter to Nice. 

He found Otero, alive, in her modest Cottage; 
a white-haired, wrinkled old lady fretting over 
the devaluation of the franc. That very day, she 
explained, she was auctioning off two gas stoves 
and some portraits of herself to help a fund she 
had set aside for new dresses. 

The reporter stayed for the auction. One 
painting of La Belle Otero in Spanish costume, 
executed when she was the toast of Europe, was 
bought for $8. Her likeness as a Castillian 
dancer brought $10. 

The third, portraying her reclining on a 
divan, was sold for $1.50. 

The flame in La Belle Otero flickered for a 
moment when she surveyed the meager results 
and the brown eyes flashed. 

“How dare they forget?” she demanded. 
Then came a tired smile and the eyes: closed as 
Otero went back to her dreams and her memoirs; 
possibly reliving the dance in St. Petersburg 
when the Moth extinguished the Flame, and kept 
snuffing out flames until only the Moth was left.

HE FLY buzzed derisively to the ceiling as 
the fly-swaiter knocked Grandma Hoarton’s 
picture askew. Waldo Platt, muttering 

imprecations, mounted on a chair to straighten it. 

“You ought to know better than to climb on 
chairs at your age,” Mrs. Platt observed. “Some 
day you'll break your neck.” 

She sniffed, turned to leave the room, tripped. 
over a footstool and fractured her ankle, thereby 
becoming one of 5,200,000 disabled in home ac- 
cidents during 1948 for a total cost, including 
all expenses and loss of wages, of about 
$700,000,000. 

From a numerical standpoint it was, as usual, 
more dangerous to be at home in 1948 than ina 
car and twice as hazardous as being at work. 
The National Safety Council recorded 98,000 
accidental deaths during the year, 34,500 of 
them in homes, 32,000 from motor vehicles, and 
16,500 from occupational mishaps. Home fatal- 
ities was the only classification that showed a 
rise over 1947. 

Falis accounted for half of the fatal home 
accidents and most of them, the safety council 
said, could have been averted by forethought, 
particularly since the majority of falls occur 
while the victim is walking or standing. 

Unanchored throw-rugs are the worst cul- 
prits, but grease, spilled water and fruit peelings 
on floors cause many tumbles, Cluttered stair- 
ways are a menace and small objects left 
around to trip over are likely tickets to a 
hospital.

Liebman, of New York City, who tumbled out 
of a sixth-floor window last year, landed in a 
hedge and slid to the ground unhurt. Loose 
screens should be watched and safety catches 
are recommended. 

Burns and scalds, next to falls, take the 
greatest toll. Keep matches out of the reach of 
small children, don’t start fires with kerosene or 
gasoline, watch for overloaded or frayed wiring, 
don’t put wet food into hot grease, keep handles 
of pots on the stove turned in, don’t smoke in 
bed—and watch where you put your cigarettes. 

James Drager, of Beloit, Wis., put a lighted 
cigarette on an ashtray and settled back to read. 
The cigarette set off a bullet that had been left 
in the tray, and Drager was shot in the arm. 

The records of the safety council indicate 
that the other eight of the ten major home 
killers are, in order: suffocation, gas, poison, fire- 
arms, drowning, exposure to heat and cold, 
blows, and electric shock. . 

Precautions can save many lives. Don’t give 
peanuts or popcorn to babies. (They stick in the 
throat.) Keep medicine cabinets locked. Put 
firearms away, unloaded, dismantled and with 
all ammunition locked up. Don’t leave a small 
child in a bathtub. Keep electrical appliances in 


repair and be cautious when using one in the 
bathroom. ee 

Snow and ice on outside steps are invitations 
to disaster. In Stamps, Ark., last winter, Mrs. 
Polly Knott slipped on ice and sprained her 
ankle. Her sister, Mrs. Mattie LeMay, rushing 
to the rescue, fell and broke her wrist. Mrs, 
LeMay’s son, Clint, dashed out to help—-slipped 
and broke his leg. #3 

Strictly on the basis of statistics, a fatal 
accident is most likely to happen to a person 
over 75 who is in a bedroom in January. -Nearly 
half of those who died from home accidents are 
in their fourth quarter of a century. The 
largest percentage of accidents is in January 
and the bedroom is where most accidents occur. 

Just why the bedroom is the most dangerous 
room in the house is debatable, although Ben- 
jamin Quinland, of St. Louis, knows why -he 
thinks so. He lay down on his bed for a nap 
and ended in a hospital. While he slept, a bed- 
spring snapped loose and stabbed him in the 
back. 

Actually, more time is spent in bedrooms 
than any other room. People dressing are often 
poised on one foot or in other postures con- 
ducive to falls, and, when retiring or arising, 
most folks are less alert than at other times. 


The kitchen, which is second on the list of 
danger rooms, didn’t get that rating because 
of freak accidents, such as the one that happened 
to Mrs. Alfred Swauger, of Ravenna, Ohio, who 
was burned by a sweet yam that exploded as she 
took it out of the oven; or another that hap- 
pened to Ralph Joynt, of Mason City, Ia., who 
was poked in the eye by a stalk of celery when 
he plopped down a heavy bag of grocerie: 
on a table. Burns and falls are mishaps 
that occur more often in the kitchen than 
anywhere else except the bedroom. 

Apparently your best chance ‘of sur- 
vival in a home is to be between 5 and 50 
(the safest age) and stay in the basement 
(the safest place). 

The main thing to watch with babies 
under a year is how they are tucked in. 
Their mortality rate in the home is com- 
paratively high, and suffocation or strangu- 
lation is to blame in approximately 90 
per cent of the cases, usually under bed 
clothing in cribs or buggies. 

Perhaps the most dangerous single 
object in a home is a bathtub, but bathtub 
accidents don’t have to happen in a bath- 
room. Andrew Anderson, of Oakland, Cailif.., 
was driving past a truck when it hit a 
chuckhole. Three bathtubs on the truck 
omeed off and crashed through the 
top of Andrew’s car. He was treated 

for bruises and, understandably, 
for shock.

O MYSTERY has been more profound, no 
story more poignant, than the case of 
Marion Lambert. 

Today that name will ring no bells in the 
memories of most people, but at the time of 
the events to be recounjfed here the case. was 
discussed and debated as no other case had 
been since the Borden, murders in Fall River, 
Mass., a quarter century before. 

There were, of course, good reasons why 
the case attracted such universal interest. For 
one thing, it was a most singular tragedy in- 
volving two young persons who had become 
entangled in certain dangerous and sometimes 
uncontrollable emotions. For another, it was 
a criminological riddle. 

And it remained so. 

It was a mystery then—a genuine, authentic 
mystery—and it still is.. But, contrary to the 
usual precedent, one probably would not be 
justified in saying that it is more unsolvable 
today, more than 30 years after the event, than 
when it happened. 

This despite the fact that many circum- 
stances helpful to a solution existed then which 
do not exist .now. 

Today we cannot visit the actual scene, for 
it has changed with the years, the physical evi- 
dence is no longer available, and most of the 
important figures in the story have passed on. 

No longer can we follow certain fateful foot- 
prints through a snow-swept wood, nor examine 
a deposit of poisonous crystals in a dead girl’s 
cupped bare hand. 

We cannot look into a boy’s anxious eyes 


and try to weigh the honesty of his words, nor 


question him anew about matters which, at the 
28 
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time, so puzzled the police and the public. 
Even so, it could be maintained that this 
case is essentially more understandable, and 
therefore more solvable, than when it happened, 
the reason being that it was primarily a prob- 
lem involving certain aspects of human be- 
havior—a field in which immense progress has 
been made since the events, back in 1916, 


HEN it was largely a job for police officer 
and toxicologists. . 
Today it would, most of all, interest experts 

of a different type—those who specialize in the 
complicated chemistry of man’s emotions and

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figure out how an individual is likely to react 
when subjected to various unusual, and possibly 
desperate motivations. 

There can be no questioning the fact that 
Someone was desperate in this case.

Experts in the Natural 
History Museum in South 
Kensington, England, are 
now occupied in arranging 
and classifying the collec- 
tion made by Wainwright, 
who died this year at the 
age of 80 after a fall from 
a train while on an expedi- 
tion in the South of Eng- 
land. 

His collection represents 
the spare-time work of his 
lifetime —- 65,000 items of 
the sort that the rest of us 
go out of our way to swat 
— 65,000 flies. 

“All the early pioneer 
work was done by amateurs 
like Wainwright,” his olfi 
friend, Mr. James Collin, 
foremost authority on flies 
in Britain and a member of 
the century-old and learned 
Entomological Club, said 
recently.

Even 
last year, at the age of 79, 
he flew to Switzerland to 
spend three weeks in this 
work. His collection will be 
of invaluable use to the 
museum for scientific 
study.”

DIET TO GAIN WEIGHT

| REN E DUNNE says that 
if she doesn’t watch her- 
self very carefully, she 
loses weight, dangerously 
as well as unbecomingly. 

Such a problem sounds 
like a welcome change to 
all those to whom one 
chocolate soda equals three 
extra pounds, but it’s no 
laughing matter when you 
are on the other _ side. 
Irene’s approach being a 
sane and clear-headed one, 
we think it offers help to 
anyone plagued by a ten- 
dency to grow thin, 

She has worked out a 
schedule of diet which, if 
followed faithfully, _pre- 
vents spurts of “forced” 
feeding.» Where weight -is 
concerned, Irene says, we 
tend to let things ride 
along until hopping on a 


scale produces such a 
shock that we go on a mad 
spree of dieting or gorg- 
ing, whichever the pound- 
age indicates. 


F ROM the standpoint of 

health, stuffing and 
starving are equally injur- 
ious, and from the stand- 
point of figure, spasmodic 
outbreaks of either make 
for virtually no improve- 
ment. 

So Irene adheres to a 
minimum diet. Her ten- 
dency is to skip breakfast, 
but she makes herself eat 
at Jeast fruit, cereal with 
milk, and toast with but- 
ter and jam. Her luncheon 
preference is a salad, but 
she sees to it that it’s a 
salad with some body and 
she has milk as well as 
coffee or tea. 

Dinner includes soup, 
preferably creamed; a 
salad, meat, fowl or fish 
with two vegetables, and a 
moderately rich dessert.

If the scales indi- 
cate a falling off, she adds 
a few calories to that day’s 
meals; she doesn’t wait 
until she has lost several 
pounds and needs a drastic 
revision of schedule. 


T HERE is no stimulus for 
appetite and muscle tone 
like exercise and fresh air, 
so golf is Irene’s_ preferred 
health measure as well as 
her favorite sport. Every 
day that she can possibly 
do so, she spends on the 
links, and finds that it’s 
no effort at all to eat a 
complete meal after round- 
ing the 18th hole. 

“I do believe that my 


hasic theory would hold 
good in any beauty prob- 
lem,” Irene says. ‘Giving 
regular, daily attention to 
the required measures 
keeps the problem under 
much better control than 
letting things slide until 
you need to take emer- 
gency steps. 

“By now I think all of 
us have learned that it is 
better to visit the doctor 
for regular check-ups, and 
follow his directions, than 
to ignore the condition of 
your body until something 
falls to pieces.
